British  Air  Expansion  Frofframme

LONDON.  July  21  (iT^.— Great  Britain  early  today 
boosted  expenditures  to  speed  up  her  air  expansion 
programme  to  a  total  of  £126.401,000  ($630,005,000) 
for  1938.  Moving  for  adoption  of  a  supplementary  air  es- 
timate for  £22.901.000  ($114,505,000)  Sir  Kirtgsley  Wood. 
Air  Secretary,  disclosed  in  a  late  night  session  of  the 
House  of  Commons  that  most  of  this  would  be  raised  by 
a  loan. 

The  House  approved  the  supplementary  estimate, 
biggest  item  of  which  was  a  £9.000,000  provision  for  new 
airplanes  and  barrage  ballons.  The  measure  also  included 
provision  for  increasing  the  Royal  Air  Force  personnel  by 
13,000  tCi  a  total  of  96,000.  T^e  R.A.F.  reserve  will  be  in- 
treased-from  31,000  to,  50,000,  and  the  auxiliary  air  force 
from  9,500  to  11.500.

Specially 'named  among  the  makers 
rf  Oroerr  wore  Homer,  HsslOd, 
Af*.chylus,  Sophocles,  Socrates, 
Euripides.  Virgil  and  Plato,  each  of 
whom  was  evaluated  for  his  In* 
dlvMua]  contribution  to  Greek  cul- 
ture and  Greek  civilization.  AiKirni 
Greek  civilization  had  achieved 
wonders  in  material  progress,  pro- 
ducing skilled  architects  and  cn- 
Kineer.s,  and  developing  sanitation 
to  a  hlRh  f)olnt,  "a  .state  of  deanll- 
ncts  not  reached  by  Ensland  until 
the  nineteenth  eentury .  '  Thic  htid. 
for  some  tmknown  rea.son.  dLsap- 
prared  for  many  centuries,  but 
about  700  EC  came  a  irvlval  of 
Greek  c;vlllzaUcn  that  'lasted  only 
long  enough  to  make  Its  beauty 
reaJir     '  t''r.TT  v;  n-^^u- 

llO.MfcR  AM>  IlLSIOD 
Before  the  advent  of  the  great 
thinkers.  Greece  had  had  htr  two 
Rreat   poets,   Homer   and  Hesiod.  | 
Each  was  the  product  of  a  .»p?clal 
tUne  and  special  conditions.  Homer  i 
being  ^^the  Inspired  recorder  and 
interpreter  of  the  gnat  Grecian 
wars,  and  Hesiod,  who  came  after 
the  wars  were  over.  In  his  wrltinR.s 
extolling  the  virtues  of  industry, 
ju.stice  and  good  faith.    "Be  Just 
and  thou  ahalt  live;  be  unjiu^t  and 
thy  doom  is  certain,"  this  poet  liad 
.^aid. 

The  influence  of  the  oracle  on  the 
life  of_  Greece,  particularly  of  the 
Delphic'oracle,  dedicated  to  A|^o, 
was  recalled.  Eventually  this  In- 
stitution, originally  principally  used 
for  purification  purposes  and  the 
prediction  of  the  future,  became  a 

pr>litiral  fool. 

Admiration  of  di.stinrtion  of  char- 
acter, reverence  frtr  the  gods  and 
for  the  I  aged,  the  weak,  and  the 
atrangeri  abhorrence  of  Idleness  and 
unreftrainrd  passion,  wrre  attiudns 
of  thel  great  Greek  thinkers. 
Aeachjius  had  stood  for  some  of  the 
loftle.st  principles  To  him  all  true 
life  involved  .subordination  of  i*.- 
dlvtdusl  will  to  hlRher  will,  but  thbi 
waa  asapciated  with  reverence  for 
true  freedom.  Sophocles  believed  the 
Ideal  of  life  tt a.s  revrrrnce  to  the 
great  unwritten  laws,  and  pointed 
out  that  moral  law  might  no  more 
be  dLtregarded  with  impunitv  than 
physical  law.  Euripides,  the  best 
loved  of  the  Greek  ixx-ts  showed  a 
certain  contradiction  in  his  works, 
occasionally  expressing  atheism,  and 
at  other  times  supreme  belief  in  the 
(tods.  Only  Keats  among  the  mod- 
ern poets  had  reached  the  s<ibllme 
irnderness,  beauty  and  pathos  of 
Eiiripide.s,  In  this  connection  the 
lecturer  quoted  from  '  Iphlgenia  . in 
Taurus"  lines  about  the  seagull 
Which  were  compared  with  Kests' 
ttoes  to  a  skylnrk. 

Aearhylus.  Sophocles  and  Euri- 
ides  had  glorified  the  horlMn  of 
(ireek  Intellectual  life,  Mrs.  Wn'ts 
.«aJd  In  her  summary  of  these  three 
graat  Intellectuals. 

PLATO 

Finally  had  come  Plato,  the  great- 
est of  them  all.  whi.se  thought  in 
poetry,  waa  the ,  outcome  of  great 
'moral  ^  pentonality.  Ptatot  belief 
that  the  world  of  thought  was  of 
the  very  essence  of  all  reality,  had 
hjkd  Its  modem  counterpart  in  the 
■taCiinnita  aC  auoh  great  modema 
as  sir  Jamaa  Jmhi.  The  true  taloe 
of  things  waa  thalr  contribution 
towards  a  state  of  mind,  said  Pis  to. 
He  who  possessed  a  sense  of  ralues 
would  value  art  and  knowledge  for 
I  heir  own  .sakes,  as  the  direct  means 
toward  an  elevaleS  state  of  mind. 

PUto.  "the  greatest  Idealist  of 
all  time-  "  had  expressed  the  climur

In  a  talk  before  the  New  York  Academy  of 
Medicine  Dr.  Charles  H.  Stackard;  <K  Cornell 
University,  put  forward  the  contention  that 
glands  hold  the  key  to  peace  in  the  world.  The 
trouble  appears  to  be  how  they  may  be  organized, 
perfected  and  directed  towards  thi.s  end.  but  at 
least  the  vision  gives  the  opportunity  for  a  new 
society  —  perhaps  called  Olandocrats  —  which 
mlRht  even  supersede  the  League  of  Nations.  It 
is  ail  a  question  of  developing  a  higher  form  of 
life  in  which  the  government  of  the  hormones  or 
messenRers  sent  out  by  the  endocrine  glands  will 
hold  full  sway.  These  at  present,  according  to 
medical  claims,  govern  the  higher  forms 'of  life 
but  not  quite  In  the  way  that  will  promote  all- 
round  peace 

persuasion  and  not  by  force.  Thty  are  ihe  cata 

lysts  that  make  co-operation  of  bodily  functions 
possible.  The  most  important  of  all  Is  the  pituary 
gland,  a  mere  pea-slsed  glolrale  at  the  babe  of  the 
brain.  What  arc  all  It.s  qualities  and  all  It  does 
remain  matters  of  speculation,  anfl  nothing  Is 
known  of  how  it  may  be  directed  or  reformed  so 
that  it  will  direct  or  reform  man  in  his  argu- 
mentative or  hostile  occasions.  The  pituary  is, 
perhaps,  the  ruler  of  all  the  ,eells  In  the  human 
f  body,  but  In  ruling  It  does  not  command  but  un- 
locks. "It  supplies,"  says  an  authority,  "the  in- 
finitesimal Ingredient  which  brings  dormant  pow- 
ers Into  play  when  needed  to  serve  the  purpose  of 
the  whole  organism."  To  make  It  the  ruler  de 
facto  as  well  as  de  jure  is  possibly  what  Dr.  Stock- 
ard  means  In  saying  that  glands  hold  the  key  to 
peace  in  the  world.  It  is  life,  however,  not  sci- 
ence, that  holds  the  key  and  science  has  not  ad- 
vanced an  lota  In  becoming  a  ruler  of  life,  or  even 
In  discovering  wliat  there  was  in  the  beginning.
